Monroe doctrine has become one of 
the supreme rules of international | 
law which even the diplomats of thejB 
powerful European states have re­ 
spected. 
Question No. 2 
"The struggle for supremacy be­ 
tween the doctrine of states, rights 
and the idea of a strong centralized 
government began at the organiza­ 
tion of our present system of gov­ 
ernment Under the Articles of Con­ 
federation. under which our country 
was governed during the few years 
immediately following (be Revolu­ 
tion, very few bonds of union existed 
between the sta'es. 
The central 
government was very weak. having 
practically no power except in for­ 
eign relations, and even in this it 
had no power to enforce the treaties 
it made. The result was that prac­ 
tically a state of anarchy existed. 
“The need for a new form of gov­ 
ernment brought about the constitu-l 
tional convention. 
In the con von-1 
tion, the cause of a strong central 
government was championed by Al 
exander Hamilton. 
Many 
of 
his 
ideas were incorporated into the con- 
stUutioo. 
However, after the adop- j 
tion of the constitution, there was al­ 
most continual debate until the time 
of the Cival War as to the real na­ 
ture of our government. 
"Every assumption of authority by 
the federal government was bitter-^ 
ly opposed by the states’ rights ad-! 
vocates. For instance, when Ham­ 
ilton as secretary of the treasury or-1 
dered the assumption of all state I 
debts by the national government, * 
the states which had already paid J 
off their debts were highly alarmed 
at this usurpation of authority. 
“After our government had been 
nicely 
started, 
the wars between j 
France and England caused feeling 
to run high in this country. This 
resulted in the Alien and Sedition 
acts. 
These acts were distasteful to 
Virginia and Kentucky who passed 
resolutions 
in opposition 
to these 
acts of the central government. 
“The tariff question also caused 
strife on this question. The North. 
being an industrial section, desired 
high protective 
tariffs, 
while 
the 
South, 
being agricultural, 
was op­ 
posed to high tariffs. 
The North 
was in control of the national gov­ 
ernment, with the result that high 
high tariffs were passed over the pro­ 
tests of the individual Southern states. 
The climax was reached when South 
Carolina 
passed 
the Ordinance of 
Nullification declaring null and void 
the tariff acts passed by Congress 
The difficulty over the tariff was 
patched up by compromise but the 
question as to w hether the federal 
government was supreme hung fire. 
“The 
slavery 
question 
finally 
brought about the settlement of the 
states’ rights question. The South­ 
ern states insisted on maintaining 
the institution of slavery contrary 
to the sentim ent of the majority of 
♦he states of the Union.

was the secession of the Southern 
states and Civil War. The preser­

FULLERTON PUMPING 
PLANT OVERTAXED 


FULLERTON, Ju. j 27.—The final 
inspection of the new city pumps of 
Fullerton have been completed ac­ 
cording to Ben Dupuy, city engineer. 
The two new' booster pumps which 
usually pump 900 gallons of water a 
minute are capable of pumping more 
than 1200 a minute, and the deep 
well pumps of 900 gallons a minute 
capacity are pumping 950 a minute. 
The city’s water supply is 2850 
gallons a minute, he said, and one of 
; the old booster pumps is still in ser­ 
vice to be used in case of emergency. 
There is a twelve-inch main from 
the 
pump house 
to the reservoir, 
which has a capacity less than that 
of the w ater plant, taking only 1800 
gallons a minute. The pipe cannot 
stand greater pressure, and unless 
the city bonds carry and a 14-inch 
main is installed, the capacity of the 
pumping house will remain 1000 gal­ 
lons greater than that which can be 
pumped into the mains, he said.

Nature's 
adaptability

plants to new methods of spreading 
their seeds is apparently illustrated 
in a noxious weed which has recent­ 
ly become troublesome in California 
and spread to Arizona, and which is 
known as the puncture vine. 
Its ac­ 
tivities in Arizona, where it is com 
monly called Devil’* Burr, were re­ 
vealed to the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture during a nation­ 
wide weed survey now in progress. 
This 
vine produces 
spiny seeds 
which attach themselves to automo­ 
bile and bicycle tires which carry 
them a long distance. 
It is not only 
an opportunist, but an ingrate, be­ 
cause it is causing widespread trou­ 
ble to motorists and cyclists by punc­ 
turing their tires. 
The possibilities 
for damage from this plant are il­ 
lustrated by the experience of a Cal­ 
ifornia man who was reported to 
have had seventy punctures in one 
tire, all due to the puncture vine. 
The weed is considered so serious in 
California that the California state 
department of agriculture has pub­ 
lished a number of special articles 
on the subject.
